These’ views seem to'throw God far away from 
Ws; to put him beyond the circle of sympathy ;, 
_to.ean him from pereniage,.and in an intense 
Monarchy to merge all’the affections, and sympa- 
_ thies, and pities which so become sovereignty, 
whether in heaven or upon earth. 

We propose, then, first, to consider the mean- 
ing Of this declaration, as a part of the apostolic 
argument ; and, next, to consider the relations of 
that view of the divine nature which is here 
pened to men’s hopes and feats. 

In the ancient times men had national gods. 

‘Certain divinities were supposed to take-care of 
certain cities, kingdoms, and interests. The same 
is trué how of heathen nations. The gods of the 
heathen are local and national. Any one that has 
read Homer will remember the play of this 
notion ; the counsels of the gods, and their par- 
tialities, not founded upon character or desert, but 

, Simply pon, the fact that they had preferences 

. for particular heroes, or for cities, or for a people. 

_ This peculiar notion—namely, of. the nationali- 

, ty of God, prevailed also among the Hebrews, 

in a different forni, but with the same roet-feeling. 
They had revealed to them a true God, Jehovah, 
and in‘all the conceptions which they formed of 
a nature befitting the One God, they transcended 
all heathen nations. 

But, in their conception, while Jehovah gov- 
erned the whole world, and would one day love the 
whole world, at present the Jews were his 
peculiar people. It was thought that other peo- 
ples; by becoming Jews, might bring themselves 
within the circle of divine sympathy and regard 


be in any proper sense the objects of God’s foster- 
ing care and kindness. So long as they were 
anything besides Jews, they were supposed to be 
the subjects of his wrath and malediction. 

I do not say that this was the teaching o 
‘Moses ard the prophets, but that it was the faith> 
of the people, and of their priests; and that in 
‘the time of Christ and his apostles this was the 
universal feeling*amiong the Jews: that God 
wag the God of the whole earth; but that they 
were the peculiar people, the especial favorites, 
of God; and that no other nation on the globe 
was. 

And the natural consequence fellowed. They 
were arrogant and conceited for themselves, and 
contemptuous and even _ bitter ‘toward others.

_ That was the thing. They could hardly be made 
to believe it; but they did at last come to that 
conclusion. ; 

The final conviction and surprise, then, was 
that God’s mercy wag for all men; for all men, 
that is, who would repent and believe. ‘And if 
these men, the apostles, who had been for a con- 
siderable period reared upin their Christian no- 
tions by Christ himself; who had been enlight- 
ened by his personal teaching, and carried far 
along in the better way—if these men required 
miracles and illustrative arguments to inspire the 
right notions on so simple a point as this, how 
strong may we suppose the contrary feeling was 
in those not like them. 

The prevalent. Jewish conception, then, was 
one of partiality, of national exclusiveness, and, to 
a ceriain extent, of fatality. That’is to say, they 
held that God had bound himself to the Jews. 
Whatever he might have an abstract liberty to 
do, he had precluded his own choice, by promises 
to Moses, David, and the whole nationality ; and 
his mercy to them was a gure thing, irrevocable, 
they thought. 

This view of God had two applications, there- 
fore. One was to shut out the Gentiles, no mat- 
ter what the moral element was. The Jewish 
idea of salvation was one that did not turn upon 
the moral character of the disposition, and the 
evidence in thesoul of holdiug communion with 
God. It was a technical arrangement, according 
to which there was to be an external acceptance 
of andcomplianee with certain technical duties, 
These duties not being accepted or complied with 
by the Gentile world, they were given up, the 
whole of them, to darkness and utter destruction 
before God. Su@h was the Jewish notion. 

On the other hand, this view of God dignified 
and saved the Jew. No matter what the moral 
condition of his heart was, provided only he was 
a faithful Jew. If he was so wicked as not to 
worship right, he might be lost; but if he was 
faithful, and performed all the technical duties of 
Jewish worship, however hating and hateful he 
might be, there was a promise broad enough to 
save him. So long as he kept his connection with

So, then, the Jews stood S,ying, “ God is 
bound to condemn the Gentiles! and save the 





Be rae soarcely bé a greater offense to a Jew 


that a Gentile could be equal in the sight of 
God.with aJew. They had a ready argumont ih 
paving-stones for any man that dared to commit 
this offense ; and not once nor twice, but often, 
the apostles were dealt with by this logic, when 
they intimated that there wa‘ 1D Jesus Christ a 
salvation free for all men * 20t for al? Jews; but 


mee a Al suat wo »irvel that there should be 


guch -« Xclusive feeling among the Jews. But 
we do not seem to recognize the same feeling 
among ourselves. Circumstances are changed ; 
the application of the feeling is changed ; bus the 
root of it is still present with us, and it grows in 
the soil of the human heart just as rank now as 
ever itdid. There is an intense religious feeling 
of this kind, The feelings with which bigoted men, 
now, of all sects, resent the claims to equality 
among the warring sects, will illustrate the same 
thing. There are ten thousand Protestants that 
think it almost blasphemy to affirm that a Cath- 
vlic will go to heaven. And to affirm that a Pope 
1 g0 there, is beyond all endurance with some 
men. Ifa Pope had been taught the catechism, 
had betome a good Protestant, had made himself 
acquainted with all the points of Cal#inism, and 
had led.a good moral life, they would believe that 
on account of his religious belief he had ground 
for hope of salvation. The Roman Catholics have 
the same feeling towand the Protestants; and 
they would shudder at the idea that a Protestant 
could be loved of God as well as if he had stood in 
“ the Church”—* the Mother Church.” And both 
ofthem turn against the Mussulman, and deny that 
he is an object of God’s uncovenanted mercies. 
Andthe Mohammedans, with equal intensity of 
hatred, defy the whole Christian world. And the 
Brahmin and the heathen pity the Christian, as 
much as the Christian pities them.  - 
Now I will not say that there are no differences 
between sects, and that they have no relation to 
superiority of education. But there is no differ- 
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Stews.” That was their view ; dnd they held it 
with such tenacity that they railed at and gnashed 

upon any man that said, “ God is for all.” They 
cried out, ‘‘Crucify him! crucify him! Stone 
him! stone him!” when any man dared to say 
that God had offered salvation to anybody but a 
Jew. That was the national spirit. Beginning 
at the temple, it spread through every part of Je- 
rusalem. I suppose there was not a Jew that was 
thoroughly educated in religion, who had not this 
notion ef God. 

This, then, was the error which the apostle 
was combating ; and he was attempting to show 
that God had a disposition of universal kindness, 
and the right to exercise that disposition. The 
key-note of the argument you will find in the 
tenth chapter of Romans, and the eleventh, twelfth, 
and thirteenth verses : 

“The Scripture saith, Whosoever believeth on 
him shail not be ashamed. For there is no dif- 
ference between the Jew and the Greek : for the 
same Lord over all is rich unto ail that call upon 
him. For-whosoever shall call upon the name of 
the Lord shall be saved.” ‘ 

This was the very key-note of the argument 
here—-God’s unlimited and unrestrained sov- 
reignty both of mercy and of judgment. This 
was the apostle’s argument. The Jewish idea 
shut up God—limited his mercy to themselves. 
By his promises he screened them from punish- 
ment, and by his promises he doomed all the rest 
of the world to punishment, according to their 
idea. And the apostle brings down upon their 
consciousness, with terrible emphasis, this truth : 
that God’s sovereignty was one which would not 
let the Jew escape, if he was a wicked man. Look 
at the language of the apostle in the second chap- 
ter of Romans, beginning at the sixth verse : 

_“ Who will render to every man according to 
his deeds”—not according to his nationality and 
faith, but according to his deeds, his bife, his dis- 
position—“ to them who by patient continuance 
in well-doing seek for glory and honor and 
immortality, eternal life; but unto them that 
are contentious, and do not obey the truth, but 
obey unrighteousness, indignation and wrath, 
tribulation and anguish, upon every soul of man 
that doeth evil, of the Jew first”—bold, noble 
apostle, to say these things right in their teeth! 
—“of the Jew first, and also of the Gentile.” 

_ Why, it was a monstrous heresy fora man to 
rise up and declare to the Jews that Jehovah 
would visit on them as much as on the Gentile, 
if they were sinful, the wrath of God ! 

“Tribulation and anguish, upon every seul 
Of man that doeth evil, of the Jew first, and also 
of the Gentile ; for there is no respect ef persons 
with God.”

ie The sources of divine action are in God's 
own self. It must of course be so. “Tf will have 
mercy on whom I will have mercy.” It\is. one 
thing for a finite creature, who begins in ign 
anee ; who. learns by slow degrees, and imper- 
fectly at that ; who never attains full and entite 
knowledge; who is subject to the intrusion éf 
malign influences; who is self-willed; who 
narrow, cold, and often cruel; who, as reveal: 
in history, is peculiarly unfit to govern without 
responsibility ; who has shown himself mu 
more likely to suck up his people’s interest for the 
sake of his own, than to promote their benefit by 
the sacrifice of his own—it is one thing for such 
a one tosay, “I will de whatever pleases me.” 
There can be no more atrocious speech fromthe 
lips of a man than that. For any man on 
globe te say, “I repudiate constitutions ; I reject 
all laws; I take no counsel ; I scorn all bree by 
ors in respect to the interests ef my people; I 
have the most absolute power to control them ; 
I will do in my nation, in the sphere where 
scepter rules, just what I please’—for any man 
on the globe to say that is infernal ; because no 
man has wisdom or goodness that fits him to take 
his own simple wish as the ruleof hisduty. No 
man can stand and make such a declaration. It 
does not belong to human possibilities that it 
should be made without 1 to, or creating a 
liability of, the most monstrous injustice. 

It is another thing for the Ged ofall the ear 
to say this; who is infinite in wisdom ; who is 
perfect in goodness ; who is tless in purity; 
who is Creator of all ; who is the patient watcher 
over all ; to whose fidelity the ages stand witness ; 
for whose unexampled bounty the sun, the seasons, 
and the whole course of nature, are testimonials. 
When such an one as God makes this declaration, 
the difference between his natureand man’s makes 
it a very different thing from what it would be if 
aman should make it. For Ged cannot err, and 
man can do nothing else. God eannot be selfish : 
man is continually acting from selfishness. God 
cannot be unjust: man is crooked in his justice 
from the very beginning. God eannot be partial : 
it is man’s nature to be partial. God can adminis- 
ter from perfectness of nature. He refleets him- 
self in his government. The symmetries of his 
thought, and the beneficence of his mature, are 
symbolized in the things he has done in the world. 
And he declares, therefore, “ I will have mere 
on whom I will have merey,” impiying what 
x tape Places expressly declares—namely, 
This foes not imply Thjustice Bat yrs . 
perfect justice, peerless impartiality; inftnite love, 
boundless merey. And the experience of nations ; 
the history of races; the inequalities that put 
some peoples down, and lift some up ; the differ- 
ence between individual men ; the fact that some 
seem sent into the world to be at the bottom,-some 
to carry trouble, some to be blessed, and some to 
be unblessed—all these things show that God ex- 
ercises his own nature, and follows his own coun- 
sel, in respect to those conditions which exist on 
the earth. 

Il]. This liberty of God does not imply the 
absence of fixed moral qualities, and universal 
truths, as the basis of his judgment and adminis- 
tration. Contrariwise, it implies their presence. 
This supremacy of the divine will, and its inevi- 
tableness, do not imply causelessness of action 
without Just reasons and considerations conform- 
ably to God’s own nature, but the very contrary. 
God will not suffer himself to stoop to the cléuds 
that dim our vision. And when he says, “ E will 
not have counselors ; I will not have my judg- 
ments to turn on men’s thoughts and wishes,” it 
18 not because he is not just, but because he is so 
just. It is beeause he stands so much higher than 
men themselves, and has such unerring love and 
mercy. He is the first and the last; he is the 
bright head of all creation ; and he must there- 
fore act according to his own nature. “As the 
heavens are higher than the earth, so are my ways 
higher than your ways, and my thoughts higher 
than your thoughts,” saith the Lord God of hosts, 
speaking about mercies ; about his right and lib- 
erty to forgive wicked men. When he utters these 
words, we are not to understand that because he 
declares that in all supreme judgments he takes 
counsel with none, he is not in s hy with 
men. For, “like as a father Ppitieth his children, 
so the Lord pitieth them that fear him.” And it 
is the same Lord that saith, “I will have mercy 
on whom I will have mercy, and whom! will I 
will. harden.” 

If I go down ‘into the nursery where my little 
children are playing, I am in intimate sympathy 
with them ; I have the intensest for them. 
But when it comes to a question of what they 
shall eat, and drink, and wear ; when it comes to 
® question of where they shall be; when it 
comes to @ question of their up-rising and down- 
sitting ; when it comes to a question of their little 
eontentions among themselves—when it comes to 
such questions as these, I mever go down to them 
te ask them to counsel with me.

Do you suppose that he goes 
to a decree, and says,“ I put it there, and there it 
must stand ; but if it were not there I would save 
these men ¥”’ It is a theological. notion, a notion 
which prevails in churches, that God is restrainetl 
by a harziess of government ; and the applications 
of this notion in the systems of men are so full of 
byways, and passages, and limitations, and ex- 
pianations, and definitions, that it requires infinity 
to tell where God may do something, and where 
he may not. 

But God stands up in his majesty, in his super- 
nal nature, and.in his original authority, and 
says—what? Not that he has no law ; but this: 
“T have no government that hinders my going in 
mercy where I please ; I have no government.that 
hinders my striki ing down in rad ent where I 
please; and there is nothing that hinders my be- 
stowing salvation on whatever repentant heart I 
please. I act from my own impulses.” We, too, 


in a limited d » act.from our impulses, and 
i with b ent results., But wéaare 
Hoo Lenphedenn that rm mistake passions for 
sentiments ; we mistake ms for 


moral feelings. We are liable to mistakes con- 
tinually in acting from our impulses ; but God is 
never liable te mistakes in acting from his. The 
all-luminous and unerring God is perfectly free 
to pour forth the feelings of his heart whenever 
and wherever and as he pleases, Me is restrain- 
ed by no laws and no government. He walks 
the plane of heaven, and to the earth in 
language that shall sound through all time, going 
sweet as music to the very end, and saying, “ 

will have merey on whom I will. TheJew shall 
not hinder me ; the Gentile shall not; Christians 
shall not; orthedoxy shall not; heterodoxy shall 
not; even theology shall not.” It is necessary 
that we Jews should have some such declaration 
from heaven as this. We want emancipation. 
We want once more a glorious Fourth of July, to 
let us know that the way between us and God is 
net by priest, is not by altar, is not by church, is 
not by human instrumentality, is not by ordi- 
nances of any kind, except so far as we may help 
ourselves by staff or crutch ; that every soul, by 
its very nature, has a right to go straight to God 
—as straight as it can ; that every soul that does 
touch God becomes God’s accepted and adopted 
son ; and that Ged is free on his part to take 
every living creature on the globe that comes to 
him. ; 

J remark, again, that there is no limitation in 
the atonement as made through Jesus Christ for 
the salvation of the world which in the slightest 
degree impedes or restricts the bounty or mercy of 
God. It has been the teaching of some that 
though Christ died for the world, after all, the 
atonement was limited. If youmean by that that 
in its practical operation, and by reason of men’s 
fault, it is limited; if you mean that men reject 
the salvation offered to them, and that therefore 
the atonement isnot universal in its blessing, that 
is & mere matter of fact.

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{THREE HUNPRED THOUSAND VOLUNTEERS ASKED FOR. 


By the President Of the' United States : 
A PROCLAMATION. 


Whereas, the term of sorvice of of the volun- 
teer forces of the United States willexpire during the 
year; and, whereas, in addition to the men_ 
paris pb the presentidrait, it is deemed expedient. 
to call out three hundred thousand volunteers, to 
serve for three years or the 
ceeding three years: . Now, » 1, Apranamu 
Lurootx, President of the United States, and Com- 
mander-m-Chief of the Army and Navy thereof, and 
of the Militia of the several states, when called into 
actual service, do. issae this, my proclamation, call- 
ing upon the Governors of the different states to 
oy fa and have enlisted into the United States serv- 
ice, tor the various companies and regiments in the 
field, from their respective states, their quotas of 
three hundred thousand men. 

I further proclaim that all the volunteers thus 
called out and duly enlisted, thall receive advance 
pay, premium, and bounty, as heretofore communi- 
cated to the Governors of. states by the War De- 
partment, through the Provost-Marshal-General’s 
office, by specia! letters. 

I further proclaim that all volunteers received 
ander this cal), as well as all others not heretofore 
credited, shall be duly credited and deducted from 
the quotas established for the next draft. 

I turther proclaim, that if any state shall fail to 
raisethe quota assigned to it by the War Department 
undér this call, then a draft for the deficiency in said 
quota shall be made in said state, or on the districts 
of said etate, for their due proportion of said quota, 
and the said draft shall commence on the 5th day of 
January, 1864. 

And | further proclaim tliat nothing in this procla- 
mation shall ivteriere with existing ordérs, or with 
those which may be issued for the present draft in 
the states where it is now in progress, or where it 
has not yet been commenced. 

The quotas of the states and districts will be as- 
signed by the War Department, through the Provost- 
Marshal-General’s Office, due regard being had for 
the men heretofore furnished, whether by volunteer- 
ing or drafting ; and the recruiting will be conducted 
in accordance withsuch instructions as have been 
or may be issued by that Department. 

Tn issuing this proclamation, I address myself not 
nly to the Governors of the several states, but also 
to the good and loyal people thereof; invoking them 
to lend their cheerful, willing, and effective aid to the 
measures thus adopted, with a view to re-enforce our 
victorious armies now in the field, and bring our 
needful military operations to a prosperous end, 

-thus,closing, for ever, the fountains of sedition and 
civil war. 

In witness whereof, I have hereunto set 
xoy hand, and caused the Seal of the United 
States to be affixed.

The 
People at the beginning had a wise instinct—wiser 
than the Government’s—that the war was to be 
no child’s play, no ninety-days wonder, ne game 
at diplomatic letter-writing—nothing less than 
a life-and-death struggle for the safety of the Re- 
public. Since the first Proclamation, others have 
so often followed that we have become accus- 
tomed to calls formen. Nor does each succeeding 
call, as at first, meet with any boisterous shout of 
welcome. The early enthusiasm long ago passed 
away, like the dew of the morning: But what 
does this prove? It does not prove that the peo- 
ple, though less demonstrative than at first, are 
less in earnest. No possible future event of the 
war, not even its victorious close by the downfall 
ofthe rebellion, could stimulate the pepular feel- 
ing to the same intensity as during April and 
May of 1861. But whatever declension there 
has been in this external enthusiasm, the late

Tse Methedist community of New York and

laborious circuits. ‘ 

His public ministry commenced in 1835, and 
wes continued without interruptien till the day 
of his'death. His fields of labor were chiefty in 
and about New York, in which city he was suc- 
cessively pastor of several ef the principal Metho- 
dist churches. He alse for a time filled the office 
of presiding elder, and for some years acted as 
editor of a portion of the publications of the Book- 
-Reom. But while thus -modestly pursuing. his | 
unostentatious calling, his abilities made him 8 | 
qualified him to fill almost any position ia the 
Church, and some of the most responsible of them | 
were accorded te him.

His distinguishing mental and moral traits were 
an almost intuitive perception of the character 
and relations of whatever ebject engaged his 
atiention, and a straightforward and dogged 
fidelity to his convictions of right. He could de- 
tect every hidden fallacy, and he loved to hate 
falsehood ; and thus he often seemed’ harsh in his 
decisions, and severe in his rebukes. But time 
and events usually justified both his decisions 
and denunciations. Future years..will set 
his life-history in a clearer light, and add te the 
luster of his mame. Such men de not live and 
die im vain, and oftentimes more than compen- 
sate their temporary sacrifices for the right. 





ALEXANDER Il. OF RUSSIA. 


We invite the special attention of the readers 
of The Independent to the speech of the Emperor 
of Russia, which we publish in another column. 
The delivery of this speech is an event of tran- 
scemding importance. It inaugurates a transfor- 
mation which will not only be one of. the great 
turning-points in the history of Bassia, but make 
its mark upon the future destinies of Eurepe, yea 
ef the whole globe. It is the tombstone of abso- 
lutism, éad the cradle of constitutional monarchy, 


‘| The. speech was delivered by the Emperor upen 
‘opeting’the Diet of Finland, a province which in 


| 1809 was taken fromthe Swedes and united with 
(Russia, but still maintains, in point of adminis-- 


‘tration, itg independence of Russia proper. At 
her annexation to Russia, all the rights of Finland, 
including some kind of constitution, had been guar- 
anteed to her, but practically the latter remained a 
dead letter, until, on the 7th of September, it was 
revived by the Emperor Alexander. The tenor of 
the Emperor’s speech clearly design 
that henceforth the principles of a constitutional 
monarchy shall become a truth, as far as Finland 
is concerned. In future, no new loan shall be 
contracted without the participation of the four 
estated (nobility, clergy, burghers, and peasants) 
of the grand-duchy. Ht is left te the Diet to de- 
cide upon the urgency and the exrtentof the meas- 
ares proposed by the Imperial Government for the 
purpose of increasing the prosperity of the country, 
and of promoting the instruction of the people. 
It is announcéd that the next Diet will be 
convoked after three years, and will review 
the project.of a law which is to develep the 
constitution of the grand-duchy' and to make it 
more adequate to the wants of the present time. 
The Emperor declares emphatically that he will 
maintain for Finland “the principle of a consti- 
“tutional monarchy, which is inherent in the 
“ customs of the Finnish people, and which all 
“its laws and institutions reflect,” and that he 
intends to confer upon the Finnish Diet a more 
extended right with regard te the assessment of 
taxes, and to the right of making motions. 

The re-establishment efa vital constitution fer 
Finland would alone have been a guarantee that 


the Emperor Alexander designed to pave the way | 


for a gradual conversion of all Russia into a consti- 
tutional government. For the official encourage- 
ment and patronage of liberal institutions in one 
of the crown-lands must necessarily awaken the 
desire for a similar progress in all the others. 
But the Emperer not only intimates this point, 
but he expresses his views in 8 very explicit 
manner, when, in concluding his speech, he 
calls upon the members of the Diet to prove by 
the dignity, moderation, and calmness of their de- 
liberations “that in the ds of a wise people 
“liberal institutions, far from being a danger, 
“ become a guaranty ef order and of prosperity.” 
The Emperor,;in making this public confession 
of his faith in the efficieney of liberal institutions, 
must have been aware that public opinion every- 
where would understand him as designing the 
gradual abolition of absolute rule in Russia, and 
it is reasonable to presume that he would not 
have encouraged this belief, unless he had been 
determined to realize the general anticipation. 
This view of the Imperial speech is greatly 
strengthened by an important article in the official 
Journal of St. Petersburg, on the reformatory policy 
of the Emperor Alexander. The Emperor, says 
‘this organ of the Russian Government, does not 
‘attempt to promete the happiness of his nation by 
the i application of abstract theories, 
but by a reasonable study of the wishes and wants 
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"So far the official organ of the Russian Govern- 
re utional rule will soon bs put to the 
‘test in Russia.
